get  the  children  up,  bathe  and  dress 
them,  and  take  them  to  Sunday 
school. 

In  the  afternoon  we  attended  a  re¬ 
ception  at  the  apartment  of  Mission¬ 
ary  Minnie  D.  Mcllroy  of  the  pub¬ 
lishing  house  staff.  We  went  from 
there  to  a  little  suburban  church  for 
evening  worship. 

Ita  pastor,  Jacinto  Teran,  was  a 
Roman  Catholic  priest  in  Spain  until 
he  was  39.  In  his  sermon  he  declared: 
*1  would  not  change  places  with  the 
Pope  himself."* 

Our  work  In  Chile  began  when  W. 
B.  Bagby  came  over  from  Brazil  In 
1907.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.  Cecil  Moore,  who 
arrived  in  1919,  are  the  senior  mls- 
Monaries  among  a  group  of  29. 

Now  there  are  55  Baptist  churches 
In  Chile,  five  here  In  Santiago.  There 
could  be  many,  many  more  if  mis¬ 
sionaries  were  provided  and  if  nation¬ 
al  leaders  could  be  enlisted  and 
trained  fast  enough.  In  this  2,500- 
Mlle-long  strip  of  nation  on  the  Pa- 
eaflc  coast,  wdne  is  cheaper  than  milk 
and  poverty  Is  the  nile.  Yet  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  ready  for  the  gospel. 

Dr.  Moore  told  us  of  a  letter  he  re¬ 
ceived  from  a  group  living  in  the  in¬ 
terior,  begging  him  to  come  and  bap¬ 
tise  40  converts.  It  is  a  trip  of  14  days, 
through  muddy  trails  and  primitive 
Jungle  which  is  impenetrable  in  win¬ 
ter.  A  Baptist  who  moved  in  from 
another  part  of  Chile  won  that  many 
of  his  neighbors  to  Christ.  There  as 
all  over  this  continent  the  people  arc 
learning  that  Dios  es  amor.

The  other  night  a  drunken  Negro 
killed  his  best  friend  at  a  night  club 
here  In  Jackson.

Had 
they  let  the  animal  run  loose,  the 
citizens  would  have  been  guilty  of 
criminal  negligence. 

HYDROPHOBIA  SHOTS  KILL  CHILD 
Little  nine-year  old  Jimmy  Gray 
died  in  the  Baptist  Hospital  In  Jack- 
son  March  2  of  "encephalitis"  follow¬ 
ing  hydrophobia  shots.  According  to 
the  news  story,  the  child  had  been 
bitten  by  a  dog.  The  death,  however, 
resulted  from  the  shots,  which  Is  a 
rare  occurrence — about  one  In  3,500. 
rollowlng  his  death,  the  proper  au¬ 
thorities  launched  a  campaign  to  vac¬ 
cinate  all  dogs  and  issued  orders  to 
kill  every  dog  running  at  large.  There 
M  nothing  strange  or  unusual  about 
sensible,  sane,  intelligent  people  do¬ 
ing  everything  within  their  power  to 
keep  mad  dogs  from  killing  our  chil¬ 
dren.

Mississippian  Goes 
To  Ala.  Pastorate 


Rev.  Andrew  M.  CJoltharp  has  ac¬ 
cepted  the  pastorate  of  the  First 
Church,  Culman,  Alabama,  effective 
March  1.  He  goes  to  the  Culman 
Church  from  a  six-year  pastorate  with 
the  Ocean  View  Church,  Norfolk,  Vir¬ 
ginia. 

While  in  the  Virginia  pastorate  he 
led  an  intensive  building  program,  in¬ 
cluding  improvements  of  the  existing 
buildings,  an  additions  to  the  educa¬ 
tional  building,  and  a  new  pastorium. 

The  church  staff  was  increased  to 
five  workers,  and  a  day  nursery  op¬ 
erated  five  days  a  week.  All  organiza¬ 
tions  showed  marked  growth,  with  en¬ 
rollments  now  totaling  1030  in  Sunday 
School,  245  in  Training  Union,  and 
the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  or¬ 
ganizations  reaching  323.  Total  gifts 
for  these  years  amounted  to  over 
$235,000.  The  church  received  700  new 
members,  the  present  total  being  1200. 

Pastor  Coltharp  is  a  Mississippian, 
a  graduate  of  Mississippi  College  and 
of  the  Louisville  Seminary  (Th.M., 
1943).  For  the  past  year  he  was  vice- 
moderator  of  the  Portsmouth  District 
Association,  which  Includes  the  Bap¬

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL 

We  had  in  Mississippi  last  year  925 
Vacation  Bible  schools — twenty-two  of 
these  were  Mission  schools  and 
twenty-nine  were  Negro  schools.  The 
enrollment  for  these  925  schools  was 
77,645.  Of  these  7,215  were  not  en¬ 
rolled  in  any  Sunday  school  (this  gives 
many  churches  their  greatest  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  find  pro^>ecte  for  their  Sun- 
day  schools).  We  also  note  that  in 
these  schools  there  were  1,192  profes¬ 
sions  of  faith.  VacatkMi  Bible  schools 
give  us  our  greatest  opportunity  to 
win  our  boys  and  girls  to  Christ. 

The  Vacation  Bible  scho(d  program 
in  Mississippi  in  1949  costs  on  an  ave¬ 
rage  of  48.2  cents  for  each  pupil  en¬ 
rolled.  This  would  be  8.5  cents  average 
cost  of  each  pupil  per  day.  Therefore, 
this  is  one  of  the  most  effective  yet 
cheapest  programs  that  we  could  put 
on  for  the  bringing  in  of  the  kingdom 
of  God.  Plan  early  to  have  your  Va¬ 
cation  Bible  school.  Every  effort  will 
be  made  to  help  as  many  of  our 
churches  as  possible,  that  need  help, 
to  have  a  good  school  this  year.

MUSIC  EMPHASIS 

Revivals  and  Music  Schools 
It  has  been  observed  that  most  of 
the  churches  plan  for  the  revivals 
well  in  advance,  and  the  evangelist 
of  choice  will  be  secured  well  in  ad¬ 
vance.  The  churches  are  very  care¬ 
ful  to  employ  the  right  preachers, 
but  most  of  them  wait  until  a  short 
time  before  the  revival  to  start  talk¬ 
ing  about  a  i}erson  to  lead  the  sing¬ 
ing.  It  should  be  understood  that 
good  song  leaders  are  very  hard  to 
find,  and  in  order  "to  secure  good 
help  along  this  line  it  is  necessary 
to  secure  the  music  leader  well  in 
advance  also.  Many  of  our  good  song 
leaders  are  preachers,  and  must 
make  necessary  arrangements  with 
their  calendars  of  activities  in  or¬ 
der  to  help  in  revival  meetings  as 
song  leaders.  The  State  Music  sec¬ 
tion  of  Training  will  be  happy  to 
make  recommendations  for  good 
song  leaders  in  case  we  have  in¬ 
formation  of  this  type  of  people  who 
are  available. 

Music  schools  must  he  planned 
well  in  advance.  The  same  problem 
presents  Itself  in  this  field.  A  large 
number  of  musk  schools  are  being 
planned  through  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  we  will  be  very  happy  to 
make  recommendations  to  churches 
desiring  music  schools,  good  teas¬ 
ers  for  such  schools.  It  must  be  re¬ 
membered  that  qualified  music 
teachers  are  few  and  far  between, 
and  requests  should  be  made  early.

Sec¬ 
ond  Avenue  is  making  good  sulvances 
under  the  ministry  q0  Pastor  Street 
and  his  good  wife.  The  church  is 
making  good  progress  in  paying  the 
debt  on  the  new  educational  build¬ 
ing.  The  church  has  just  acquired  a 
building  in  the  esist  part  of  the  city, 
and  has  begun  a  mission. 

We  regret  very  much  the  leaving  of 
Rev.  John  Foy,  who  has  done  an  ex¬ 
cellent  work  in  South- Laurel.  He  re¬ 
cently  accepted  a  church  in  Louis¬ 
iana.  Rev.  J.  L  Renfro  is  beginning 
his  second  year  at  the  Beacon  Church. 

Rev.  C.  J.  Rushing,  our  county  mis¬ 
sionary,  is  doing  a  good  work.  He 
has  recently  established  two  missions 
in  Laurel.

Subject:  JESUS  CHRIST  THE  SON. 

1.  Q.  What  is  meaning  of  the  two 
names,  “Jesus  Christ?” 

A.  Jesus  means  “Saviour,”  and 
Christ  meEms  “Anointed,”  like 
the  Hebrew  word  “MessiEdi.” 
(Matt.  1:21)  (Luke  2:11) 

2.  Q.  How  did  the  Son  of  Ckxl  be¬ 
come  our  ^viour? 

A.  By  taking  upon  Himself  the  na¬ 
ture  of  mEui,  yet  without  sin;  by 
dying  for  our  sins  and  rsiising 
from  the  dead,  smd  going  to 
Heaven  to  intercede  for  His  peo¬ 
ple.  (I  Cor.  15:3-4)  (Heb.  2:18, 
17)  (Heb.  7:26) 

3.  Q.  Do  you  know  of  suiy  place  where 
it  says  that  Jesus  WEis  Ood? 

A.  Yes,  in  John  1:1-14  where  it 
says,  “The  Word  we«  Ood  .  .  . 
And  the  Word  becEune  flesh,  and 
dwelt  Eunong  us,  full  of  grace 
tmd  truth.” 

4.  Q.  Weu  Jesus  really  bom  of  Ood? 

A.  Yes,  the  Virgin  Msuy  weis  His 

earthly  Mother,  but  He  weis  bom 
by  the  supematund  Influence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  Mary.  This 
kept  Him  free  of  sin  from  the 
beginning.  (Isa.  7:14)  (Matt. 
1:28) 

k.  Q.  Weis  Jesus  sinful  like  other 
men? 

A.  No.  He  was  bom  without  sin  imd 
lived  without  sin.  (Heb.  4:15) 
(n  Cor.  5:21) 

4.  Q.  How  could  C!hrlst  die  for  our 
sins? 

A.  The  BlUe  teaches  that  He  took 
our  place,  that  He  took  our  sins 
upon  Him.  (I  Peter  2:24) 

X.  Q.  Was  the  resurrection  of  Ckirlat 
necessary? 

A.  A.  Yes,  for  by  It  He  overcame 
death  and  it  becEune  a  sure 
pledge  of  His  deity  and  of  our 
salvatioa.  (I  Oor.  15:ie-l*) 
(Rom.  8:11)

The  Newton  Church  held  Its  first 
service  In  Ito  new  building  on  March 
5.  New  records  were  set  in  attendance. 
Of  an  enrolment  of  738  In  Sunday 
School,  706  were  present;  more  than 
800  attended  the  worship  service. 
Tithes  and  offerings  totalled  $1,018. 

The  robed  choir  of  50  voices,  direct¬ 
ed  by  Mrs.  FrEuicec  Walker  Townsend, 
sang  at  the  morning  service.  Mrs. 
Tobby  Majure  sang  "The  Lord’s 
Prayer”  Euid  the  quartette  suid  obli¬ 
gato,  'There  Is  a  FountEdn”  sung  by 
Messers.  May,  Turner,  Duke,  Mason 
Etnd  Miss  Edith  Alexander.  Mrs.  Roy 
Baker  is  the  plEuiist. 

Telegrsuns  smd  letters  were  read 
from  msmy  friends  smd  two  former 
pastors  were  welcomed.  Rev.  T.  W. 
Oreen  and  Rev.  J,  E.  Wills.  The  pres¬ 
ent  pEistor,  Rev.  R.  A.  Morris,  brought 
the  messEige.  There  were  six  additions, 
three  by  baptism.  At  the  close  of  the 
evening  message,  fifteen  were  bEq>- 
tlsed. 

Acting  for  A.  S.  Bums  who  served 
as  chEdmmn  of  the  Building  Commit¬ 
tee,  S.  T.  Roebuck  presented  the  keys 
of  the  new  edifice  to  J.  D.  Tidwell, 
chairmsm  of  the  Tnistees- 

Approxlmately  1100  attended  the 
open  houM  in  the  afternoon.  Quests 
were  welcomed  by  Pastor  Etnd  Mra 
Morris  eukI  their  daughter,  Elizabeth, 
and  the  heEuls  of  the  depiu-tments  Euid 
orgEuUzatlons  of  tbs  church,  along 
with  their  wives  or  husbands.  Tb* 
Young  People  acted  as  guides,  bring¬ 
ing  the  guests  liutly  into  the  recrea¬ 
tion  room,  where  refreshments  were 
served  by  Mrs.  Roy  KuykendsUl  and 
Mrs.  Toby  Sykes,  hostesses,  and  their 
assistants.

Offerings  at  Biloxi  for  January  ex¬ 
ceeded  the  offerings  of  January  1949 
by  $1170  and  the  Februar/  offerings 
exceeded  the  February,  1949,  offer¬ 
ings  by  $1105. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  an  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  present  church  building. 
Preliminary  drawings  are  being  made 
by  the  Architecture  Department  of  the 
Sunday  Schoed  BoEu-d.  The  building 
will  cost  approximately  $75,000.
